Good swimmers discourage the use of 


"wings" and other 
artificial aids, as 


they raise some parts of the body too 
high above, and so sink others too far 
below the natural plane of flotation. 
The first fundamental rule is that the 
mouth only should be above, water, and 
the legs close to the surface. Confidence 
in the floating power of the body is the 
first thing to be acquired: f 
Experts advise the beginner to karn 


first the easiest way to float, namely, 
to lie on the ba«k, which is slightly hol- 
lowed^ the arms being stretched out 
leyond the head, but not lifted out of 
the water. This attitude not only fa- 
cilitates respiration, 
but 
counterbal- 


ances the weight of the lower limbs. 
The knees may be bent .outward, the 
toes also pointing 
side-wise, the hips 


rigid, so assisting-to keep the legs up 
as close as possible to the top of the 
water. By easy breathing one will soon 
become convinced that, properly bal- 
anced and with the lungs kept charged, 
the body will assert its buoyancy. 


For the Beginner. 


The. beginner should first master the 


breast stroke, after which other meth- 
ods of swimming will follow easily. 
It 


is commenced by 
placing the hands 


with the backs upward, and the wrists 
bent so'that the fingers will point to 
the front, the inside of the wrist joints 
between arm and thumbs touching tbe 
breast not lower than four inches under 
water. 
Begin the stroke by pushing 


the arms gently forward to thSir full 
extent, keeping the palms flat and the 


being brought round in the semi-ci 
cular motion, the lower limbs are sti 
fencd and brought firmly together b; 
grasping the water, so to speak, with 
the whole of the leg>specially between 
the knees, ankles and toes and soles^ 
of the feet.'

forward motion to the swimmer, they 
finish in a straight line behind the body.
